Inundations ‘from the clouds are as bene- 
ficial to Southern California as the annual 
overfiow of the Nile to Lower Egypt. Big 
rains in February are the forerunners of big 
crops in June and July. The soil has re- 
ceived from the recent rains the moisture 


California in April will be a wonderland.

drinks its fill. The water is stored in the 
subsoil and the water level rises high 
above the low danger point. The reciama 
tion of the desert will continue, and the 
wealth and the beauty of the Southland will 
be enhanced.

The politicians who fiddled for personal 
advantage while the river beds were only 
dry sand and gravel are responsible for the 
collapsed bridges and the waste of water 
that might have been stored for irrigation 
purposes. The warnings of the engineers 
were prophetic. The wet years will appear 
on the calendars of the future, as they have 
appeared in the past—and it is our own 
fault if we are too listless or too stupid to 
profit by experience. 

Those who complain of the inconvenience 
of the rare days of rain should remember 
that nature paints with a wet brush. Dur- 
ing the last seven days she has been busy 
on a glorious canvas; and this canvas wil!

It is proof of the popularity of the Na- 


tional Orange Shows annually held at San 


Bernardino that there were more than 100, 
000 tickets of admission sold in advance 
for the one now open at the Gate City. It 
also was auspicious that, though a protract- 
ed season of storm had been experienced 
throughout Southern California in the days 
just preceding the annual event, the great 
citrus show opened in sunshine and the 
good cheer that always follows a séries of 
heavy rains bringing assurance of abundant 
crops. The exposition will be open until 
the end of this month regardless of weather 
conditions, 

Visitors agree that this year’s show sur- 
passes all previous ones for beauty. The 
idea of decorating the entire top of the ex- 
position building with many thousands of 
electric stars set in a great azure field is 
most effective, as is also the mural decora- 
tion of huge pastels depicting landscape 
scenes in various parts of California, in- 
cluding historic ones that capture the in- 
terest of patriotic Californians as well as 
that of visitors from other States.

Waking up to the fact that it pays to

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the Southern California Industrial and Trade 
Exposition held here last August. It is good 
to know that the truth of this argument has 
struck home, for it is bound to bear abun- 
dant fruit in the increase of local prosperity. 

The admission is made by the head of 
the mailorder company referzced to that “if 
an article costs us 75 cents in the East and 
it costs 25 cents to transport it to the Coast, 
we are willing to pay $1 for the same piece 
of merchandise on the Coast.” 

This is good business. Californidns like 
their own products. In many cases, partic 
ularly in the matter of canned fruits and 
vegetables and’ carton goods of all kinds, 
they are superior to those sent out from 
the East, and es a rule the price is no 


higher. What applies to California mar- 
kets in general applies particularly to Los 


Angeles. And what applies to eastern pat- 
ronage of our local industries is equally 
applicable to the patronage by us of the 
western half of the continent, which in 
time will come fully to realise that it pays 
to purchase from our wholesale merchants 
and industrial concerns instead of looking 
to the East as its source of supply. 


TVORCE DE LUXE

Barometric pressure may bring 
clouds, but without the dust there 


would be no precipitation. If this 


be true, then California should sub- 
sidize and encourage volcanic erup- 
ttons in our nearest island posses- 
sions to the westward.
